Poisoned Beer. , 

Mr. Balfour stated in the House of Commons 
on tith ulte, that the Leeal Government Board 
bad been miking investigations with reference 
ta the kaye number of deaths and the. wide- 


spread illness attributed» to the drinking of |- 


poisoned beer, A circular had been issued: by 
this department remindiny local authorities of 
. their powers, and urging them to have samples 
analysed in order that tle pablic may be pro-' 
tected ast injurious ingredients in beer, 
and also in other icles, Such ag jams and 
confectionery, Two more deaths have occurred: 
at Manchester, The long tintemthat often 
elapses between the drinking of thé arsenicated 
liquor and the first symptoms of disease is 
illustrated by the nuinber of fresh, patients who 
are still being admitted into hospitals in the 
Midlands, particularly at Manchester, although 
no beer open to suspicion is now on sale. 
Mappily the new cases are, as acrule, of a mild 
type. A Preston telegrain states that the police 
have-taken samples of beer which have been 
found to contain arsenic fram tied houses in 
the administrative county of Lancaster, and the 
sellers are to be prosecuted under the Food 
and Drugs Act. At Wolverhampton the Watch 
Committee of the ‘Town Council held a special 
meeting, ‘when the question of poison in 
beer was discussed. ‘The analyst stated that 
out of Wwentyzahree samples taken, seventeen 
were found to cdntain arsenic, and four an ea 
pecially large amount bf the poison. The com- 
mittee decided ta take legal proceedings in the 
nore’ serious cases, but the names were not

Low said:~Dr. Sambon and myself and 
a servant spent the whole ofthe malarial. per-’ 
iad—from July to; October—in the worst ‘pat 
of the Campagna, and not one of us had the, 
slightest touch of malaria, All round us the’ 
unprotected peasants: suffered | tremendously, 
and in the nearest house, three hundred yards 
distant, all the séven inmates were attacked. 
Our ' masquite-proof but, was erected in the 
worst spot we could find, a mile and a-half 
from the village of Ostia, a-thtee hours’ drive 
from Rome, and on,- edge, of the Ostia 
swamp. In the day-time we went ‘about 
without protection of any sort, but every 
evening, a quarter of an hour before 
sunset, we retired to our hut, from which 
we never emerged until the sin was well up. 
It was unnecessary to protect ourselves earlier, 
as no mosquitoes ‘appear in the day-time. 
Shortly -after sunset, however, myriads of 
mosquitoes settled on the netting of our win- 
dows, Rut not one ever got into the house. . 
They appeared every evening with great re- 
gularity, and with.cquaMregularity disappeared 
shortly after tlie sun was up.” In the day-time 
we pursued our investigations among the peo- 
ple. There is no danger of being bitten during’ 
the day, and in fact at the time I was.in-the 
Campagna I.only saw about seven malarial 
mosquitoes inthe day-time. We thus proved 
beyond all daubt that, provided. he be not bit- 
ten by mosquitoes, a man may live with perfect 
safety in the worst ‘possible malarial -area. 
Another part of the experiment was the rearing 
of young malarial mosquitoes in the Santo 
Spirito Hospital in Rome, After these insects 
had been allowed to bite persans suffering from 
benign tertian malaria they were sent to Lon- 
don ‘by the Indian mail, where experiments 
were made with them, Dr. Manson’s son and:
